(20) “Automotive Windshield Washer Fluid{Biutable)’ means any liquid dilutable or
premixed product that is designed or labeled for use in a motor vehicle
windshield washer fluid system either as an anti-freeze or for the purpose of
cleaning, washing, bug removal, or wetting the windshield(s). “Automotive
Windshield Washer Fluid” does not include any fluid which is placed in a new

motor vehicle at the time the vehicle is manufactured. which-meets-thefollowing

For the purpose of complying with the requirements for “Automotive Windshield

Washer Fluid,” the following definitions (A-D) apply:
(A) “Dilutable” means any product sold either in a container with a capacity of 10
gallons or more, or a container with a capacity of one quart or less.
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(B) “Nontype “A” area” means all other areas of California that are not a “Type A

area.”

(C) “Premixed” means any product sold in a container with a capacity that is

greater than one quart, but less than 10 gallons.

(D) “Type “A” area” means:

(1) Before [Effective Date INSERT SECRETARY OF STATE FILING DATE]

the following regions of California: Del Norte, Shasta, and Trinity Counties;
